The  Biggest 
Challenge  to  Date 


Constructiun  is  advancing  on  the  Healthful  Living  Center:  View  from  the  front  entrance. 


The  Kresge  Foundation  has  awarded 
a  $650,000  challenge  grant  to  Western 
New  England  College  toward  the 
construction  of  the  Healthful  Living 
Center.  To  receive  the  grant,  the  College 
must  raise  an  additional  $2  million  by 
April  1,  1994.  With  a  September  1 
completion  date,  here's  your  chance  to 
help  make  the  Healthful  Living  Center  a 
reality  so  that  the  campus  community 
can  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  and 
practice  good  health  and  fitness  for  life. 

By  far  the  largest  structure  on 
campus.  The  Healthful  Living  Center 
will  provide  1 15,000  square  feet  of 
space,  as  compared  to  the  20,627  square 
feet  currently  available  in  Rivers 
Gymnasium.  The  Center  will  complete 
the  Campus  Master  Plan  designed  by  the 
Hillier  Group  of  Princeton,  NJ,  to  ease 
overtaxed  facilities  and  better  serve  the 
existing  student  body. 

Phase  One  of  the  master  plan  was 
completed  in  the  1980s  with  the 
purchase  of  Gateway  Apartments  in 

1981,  enlarging  the  campus  center  in 

1982,  completing  construction  of 
D'Amour  Library  in  1983,  and  renovat- 
ing Churchill  Hall  in  1988.  Completion 
of  construction  of  the  Healthful  Living 
Center  in  1993  will  complete  Phase  Two 
of  the  master  plan. 

The  College  has  received  previous 
grants  from  The  Kresge  Foundation — a 
$250,000  challenge  grant  in  1982  to 
assist  with  the  building  of  D'Amour 
Library,  and  a  $350,000  challenge  grant 
in  1987  to  help  renovate  Churchill  Hall. 
Both  of  those  challenges  were  met  on 
schedule. 

The  Kresge  Foundation  has  given 
more  than  $1.2  million  in  challenge 


grants  to  help  build  our  campus, 
showing  exceptionally  strong  support 
for  our  master  plan  and  belief  in  the 
College's  ability  to  meet  the  current 
challenge.  "We  are  confident  that  the 
College  can,  with  the  assistance  of  this 
outstanding  challenge  grant,  complete 
its  campaign  on  schedule  for  the 
Healthful  Living  Center,"  said  Dr. 
Beverly  W.  Miller,  president  of  the 
College. 

The  Kresge  Foundation  is  an 
independent,  private  foundation  created 
by  the  personal  gifts  of  Sebastian  S. 
Kresge,  and  it  is  not  affiliated  with  any 
corporation  or  organization.  In  1992,  the 
Foundation  reviewed  790  proposals  and 
awarded  grants  totalling  more  than  S67 
million  to  154  charitable  organizations. 
Grants  arc  made  towards  projects 
involving  construction  or  renovation  of 
facilities  and  the  purchase  of  major 


capital  equipment  or  real  estate. 

The  College  believes  that  meeting 
this  challenge  and  completing  the 
Healthful  Living  Center  will  have  long- 
range  beneficial  effects  far  beyond 
providing  facilities  to  the  campus 
community.  The  new  Center  will 
support  the  Wholistic  Student  Develop- 
ment System  that  gives  WNEC  its 
distinctive  hallmark,  stabilize  enrollment 
during  a  period  when  the  number  of 
college-age  people  is  declining,  and 
contribute  to  a  better  quality  of  campus 
life  and  a  greater  rate  of  retention.  The 
new  facility  will  al.so  help  us  attract  and 
retain  high-quality  faculty  and  staff, 
improve  College-community  relations, 
and  allow  the  College  to  maintain  its 
role  as  a  force  for  economic  and  social 
stability  in  the  region.

With  the  College's  Master  Plan, 
formulated  for  the  College  in  1979, 
coming  to  a  close  as  construction  of  the 
Healthful  Living  Center  nears  comple- 
tion, the  College  now  prepares  for  its 
future  with  the  WNEC  2000+  Plan. 

The  WNEC  2000+  Plan  was 
latmched  last  fall  by  Dr.  Beverly  W. 
Miller,  president  of  the  College,  to 
study  what  paths  the  College  should 
take  in  a  variety  of  areas  to  better  serve 
the  needs  of  students  and  society  after 
the  turn  of  the  century.  The  plaruiing 
process  consists  of  12  task  teams,  each 
chaired  by  a  member  of  the  Planning 
Committee.  All  WNEC  employees  were 
asked  if  they  would  like  to  serve  on 
one  of  the  teams.  One  hundred  and 
thirty-five  faculty  members,  staff, 
administrators,  and  classified  employ- 
ees responded.  Dr.  Judith  Brissette,  vice 
president  for  administration  and 
planning,  then  worked  with  the  Student

Senior  Pat  Olearcek  was  the  ace  of 
the  pitching  staff  in  1993.  He  finished 
with  a  disappointing  4-4  record,  but  had 
a  3.12  ERA  in  52  innings.  Freshman 
Tim  Sheehan  had  a  good  rookie  season 
with  a  2-1  record  and  an  impressive 
2.59  ERA  in  31  innings. 

The  Softball  team  got  off  to  a  quick 
11-1  Start,  but  stumbled  down  the 
Stretch  to  finish  at  13-8.  Sophomore 
third  baseman  Lori  Mayhew  set  a  single 
season  record  with  a  hefty  .467  balling 
average.  Freshman  Tina  DiNunzio 
followed  close  behind  with  a  .461 


average.  DiNunzio  led  the  Golden 
Bears  with  23  RBI,  while  Mayhew  was 
second  with  16.  Both  players  hit  a  pair 
of  homers. 

The  lacrosse  team  also  had  a  strong 
opening  to  its  season,  winning  five  of 
the  first  six  games.  The  Golden  Bears 
finished  with  a  7-5  record.  Senior  Pal 
McCusker,  sophomore  Dan

The  men's  tennis  team  had  another 
successful  campaign  this  year.

Alumni-to-Alumni  networking 
receptions  are  offered  four  times  a  year.

receptions,  however, 
she  has  learned  that 
the  KAPL  site  she  is 
working  at  is  closing. 
She  says,  "At  first  I 
was  going  to  share 
information  and  help 
others,  now  I'm 
seeing  things  from 
the  other  side." 

A  mechanical 
engineering  graduate, 
Maryanne  wants  to 
stay  in  the  environ- 
ment, health,  and 
safety  area.  "I've  met  people  I  can  use  as 
contacts  at  the  events,  and  I  also  talked 
to  others  about  the  process  and  the 
methods  they  use  to  go  about  getting 
another  job.  I  never  just  talk  to  ME 
majors.  I  can  learn  something  from 
everyone  and  see  how  others  approach 
the  situation  now." 

Maryanne  has  also  volunteered  in  the 
past  as  a  contact  for  students  interested 
in  her  field,  and  as  a  panelist  at  other 
College  functions.  She  adds,  "Another 
wonderful  aspect  of  the  networking 
receptions  are  the  speakers  who  are 
provided  occasionally.  I've  heard  some 
very  beneficial  talks,  including  one 
called  'How  to  Network.'  Many  people 
don't  know  where  to  begin.  It's  so 
necessary  these  days.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
I  have  a  position  lined  up  already 
through  networking.  It's  definitely  the 
way  to  go." 

Darrell  Weldon  '83  attends  these 
sessions  to  look  for  potential  employees 
for  his  company,  Weldon  Systems,  Inc. 
in  Sturbridge,  MA.  Says  Darrell,  "You 
never  know  when  you'll  run  across 
someone  you're  looking  for."  He  has,  in 
fact,  met  several  qualified  people  and 
collected  resumes.  He  adds,  "I  also  come 
to  receptions  to  sec  what  others  are  up 
to,  to  get  information,  and  see  what  the 
job  hunting  process  is  like."

The  Division  of  Extended  Education 
designs  and  offers  programs  for  business 
professionals  around  the  region.  With 
increasing  technological  changes,  and 
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the  economy  in  transition,  it  makes  sense 
to  train  people  to  be  the  best  in  their 
fields. 

Extended  Education  programs  focus 
on  the  development  of  the  skills  and 
expertise  required  by  individuals  to  keep 
a  company  and  its  products  competitive. 

In  addition  to  public  seminars  and 
forums  that  focus  on  "cutting  edge" 
issues  facing  business  and  industry,  the 
Division  also  designs  on-site  profes- 
sional development  programs  that  are 
custom-made  to  address  each  company's 
unique  training  needs  and  problem  areas.

Division  of  Continuing 
Education 

WNEC  has  a  long  tradition  of 
providing  continuing  education  for 
nontraditional  students — those  who  need 
part-time  and  evening  study,  those  who 
are  older  than  18-22-year-old  full-time 
students,  and  those  who  are  beginning  or 
returning  to  higher  education  after  time 
spent  in  other  pursuits. 

Many  of  the  College's  undergraduate 
degree  programs  are  available  in  the 
evening.  Master's  degree  programs  in 
the  School  of  Business  and  the  School  of 
Engineering  are  scheduled  in  the  evening 
for  the  convenience  of  part-time 
students.  Temporary  nondegree  study  is 
also  available  for  qualified  undergradu- 
ate and  graduate  part-time  students. 

Off-Campus  Programs 

The  Off-Campus  Programs  (OCP) 
Division  offers  programs  of  study  at 
more  than  16  locations  in  Massachusetts 
and  at  one  site  in  Kittery,  Maine. 
Enrollments  are  between  800  and  1 ,0(X) 
students,  with  annual  registrations  of 
approximately  4,000.  Many  of  the 
locations  offer  graduate  courses.  Alumni 
are  urged  to  take  advantage  of  these 
programs  and  to  recommend  them  to 
others.  Off-Campus  Programs  are  of  the 
same  high  quality  that  the  main  campus 
offers.

Programs  of  study  include  a  Certifi- 
cate in  Acquisition  and  Contracting;  an 
associate's  degree  in  liberal  studies; 
bachelor's  degrees  in  law  enforcement, 
business  administration,  and  liberal 
studies;  master's  degrees  in  business 
administration  (general,  accounting, 
finance,  health  care  management, 
acquisition  and  contracting,  and 
marketing);  and  master's  degrees  in 
engineering  management,  systems 
management,  and  criminal  justice 
administration. 

Courses  are  offered  year-round 
during  quarterly  segments  of  eleven 
weeks  each.  Classes  meet  once  a  week 
for  three  and  three-quarter  hours.

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Dean  Mulcahy  Leaves  After 
More  Than  30  Years  at  Vf  NEC 

Andrew  J.  Mulcahy,  Jr.  has  dedi-  in  northern  NeW  Jersey, 
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cated  his  life  to  helping  students. 
Although  he  retired  from  Western  New 
England  College  on  June  30,  1993,  after 
more  than  30  years  of  service  to  the 
College,  students  and  alumni  will  be 
remembering  him  for  years  to  come. 

First  appointed  in  1961  by  then 
President  Beaumont  A.  Herman,  as 
director  of  placement  and  student 
activities.  Dean  Mulcahy  has  become  a 
permanent  part  of  what  the  College  is 
today.  When  he  began,  there  was  one 
building  on  Wilbraham  Road.  Today 
the  campus  is  composed  of  18  major 
buildings,  and  Dean  Mulcahy  leaves 
this  summer  at  a 
time  when  the 
College  is 
completing  the 
most  ambitious 
building  project 
in  its  history,  the 
Healthful  Living 
Center. 

Yet,  it  isn't  so 
much  the  physical 
campus  in  which 
he  has  made  an 
impression,  but  in 
the  lives  of 
countless  students 
who  have  passed 
his  way  during 

  their  years  at 

WNEC.  Dean  Zem,  associate  dean  for 
freshman,  transfer,  and  nontraditional 
student  programming,  says,  "Perhaps 
you  sat  in  his  office  as  he  gently  helped 
you  discover  your  potential.  Perhaps 
you  experienced  a  kind  word,  perhaps 
his  'directive  counseling,'  perhaps 
encouragement  when  you  needed  it 
most.  Then  again,  you  may  have 
listened  intently  to  one  of  his  countless 
stories.  Perhaps  you  shared  a  meal  or 
simply  passed  in  the  hallway.  Regard- 
less of  the  encounter,  there  has  not  been 
nor  will  there  likely  be  any  single 
individual  who  has  championed  student 
development  more  passionately  than 
'Dean'  Mulcahy." 

During  his  last  year  at  WNEC,  Dean 
Mulcahy  did  a  lot  of  traveling  to  meet 
with  alumni  and  spread  the  word  about 
the  College  and  the  new  Healthful 
Living  Center.  He  attended  receptions

Atlanta,  Chicago,  Philadel- 
phia, and  California.  He 
says,  "I  enjoyed  traveling 
around  the  country  to  see 
how  and  what  alumni  are 
doing  and  how  their 
memories  of  Western  New 
England  College  have  held 
up." 

As  for  any  last  thoughts, 
he  adds,  "I  hope  the  College 
stays  the  way  it  is.  It's  a 
very  caring  place.  Students 
get  personal  attention  and  it 
helps  them  to  build  confi- 
dence in  themselves.  1  have 
thoroughly  enjoyed  working 
with  the  students,  and  that 

includes  accepting  them  the   

way  they  are!" 

This  April,  Dean  Mulcahy  was 
presented  with  the  Presidential  Citation 
for  Lifetime  Achievement  at  Honors 
Convocation.  The  citation  reads: 

Andrew  J.  Mulcahy,  Jr.,  for  the  past 
32  years  you  have  shaped  and  defined 
Student  Personnel  Services  at  Westem 
New  England  College.  .  .  The  chal- 
lenges were  many,  as  the  College 
evolved  from  a  commuter  College  to  a 
residential  campus.  Throughout  these 
changes  you  have  worked  to  create  an 
environment  for  personal  growth, 
understanding,  and  respect  for  all 
people.  .  .  .Volunteerism  has  been  a 
way  of  life  for  you.  The  key  to  your 
success  is  described  best  by  those 
whom  you  have  served,  the  students: 


Dean  Mulcahy  In  1993,  before  he  began  enjoying  his 
retirement  on  the  coast  of  Maine. 


"He  is  a  man  of  quiet  dignity  ...  A 
man  of  uncompromising  integrity 
tempered  by  an  ingratiating  sense  of 
humor  and  an  immense  amount  of 
common  sense.  By  guiding  us  firmly, 
but  gently,  by  helping  us  judiciously, 
conscientiously,  and  compassionately, 
by  making  our  problems  his  problems, 
he  has  won  not  only  our  respect  and 
admiration,  but  also  our  affection." 

These  words  are  as  true  today  as 
when  ihcy  appeared  in  the  1964 
yearbook  dedication.  It  is  for  your  great 
humanity,  your  service  to  this  College 
community,  and  your  lifetime  of 
involvement  with  your  fellow  human 
beings  and  their  needs  that  Westem  New 
England  College  wishes  to  honor  you.

The  MacPhersons 

The  summer  is  a  great  time  to  visit 
Bob  '38  and  Arlena  MacPherson.  Their 
78-acre  farm  out  in  the  country  in 
Belchertown,  MA,  is  the  picture  of  New 
England  charm.  Bob  and  Arlena  bought 
the  former  turkey  farm  in  1971,  before 
Bob  retired  as  president  of  Buxton 
Leather  Goods  in  Agawam. 

Last  October,  Bob  was  voted  the 
1992  Alumnus  of  the  Year  at  Western 
New  England  College,  and  received  his 
award  during  Homecoming.  Along  with 
receiving  a  certificate,  a  donation  was 
made  in  Bob's  name  by  the  Alumni 
Association  to  the  College  to  be  used  as 
financial  aid  for  a  student  in  need  of 
textbooks.  Says  Bob,  "Perhaps  it  is 
partly  because  of  my  afterglow  years 
that  I  was  especially  warmed  by  the 
award  of  Alumnus  of  the  Year  and  by 
the  glowing  graciousness  with  which  it 
was  conferred." 

Bob's  service  to  Western  New 
England  College  spans  five  decades.  He 
began  as  a  corporator  of  the  College  in 
1957,  became  a  trustee  in  1967,  and 
presently  he's  a  trustee  emeritus.  He  has 
served  on  the  Honorary  Degree 
Committee,  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  chaired  the  Finance  Committee  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees.

Recalling  his  years  as  a  student  at 
Springfield-Northeastern  in  the  1930s, 
Bob  says,  "I  remember  the  instructors 
most  of  all.  They  were  engaged  in  the 
fields  they  taught.  They  didn't  go  by  the 
book,  but  were  highly  practical  and 
conscientious  about  their  teaching." 

Over  the  years.  Bob  and  his  wife 
have  had  a  close  relationship  with  older 
members  of  the  Delta  Chapter  of  Pi  Tau 


Kappa  (PTK).  Bob 
recalls,  as  a  member 
back  in  the  '30s,  "We 
met  regularly  and  I 
got  to  know  the 
members  well.  Then, 
of  course,  we 
graduated,  but  we 
remembered  each 
other."  Six  years  ago. 
Bob  and  Arlena  met 
some  of  these  people 
again  at  a  WNEC 
event.  They  had  such 
a  good  time  they 
decided  to  meet  each 
month. 

When  they  began 
meeting  for  lunches, 
there  were  only  four 
couples.  Then  other 
members  from  the 
chapter  heard  about 
the  meetings  and 
asked  to  join  them. 
Now  they  have  26 
members.  Arlena 
says,  "We  talk  about 
all  sorts  of  things.  We 
meet  at  different 
restaurants  in  the  area 
such  as  Storrowton 
Tavern,  Hofbrauhaus,
